“a field of grass or clover.” We have 
since ascertained that tuere was not a mi- 
croscopic blade of clover in the field re- 
ferred to--it was only a fine growth of 
wheat, oats, rye, or something or other 
that looked green, and served the purpo- 
ses of the Snow Hillers admirably. This 
is about all we have to plead guilty to, 
and our Snow Hill friends and the gen- 
erality of mankind in general,” to use the 
languaze of departed greatness, are wel- 
come to every crumb of comfort contained 
therein. The Afessenger hoots at the half 
acre lot statement, and stoutly maintains 
that the ground measures 2} acres. Now, 
it takes a picce of ground about 104 yards 
square to make 2} acres-—does our con- 
temporary have the eſſrontry to say.

It was my vlensure on Sunday evening 
the 15th instant, to receive a call from 
Mr. A. B. Meacham, Chairman of the 
Peace Commission to the Modoc Indians, 
whose acquaintance I formed while he 
was in tlitscity last winter receiving in- 
structions preparatory to starting on his 
Commission, and upon whose face Iex- 
nected to look nevermore when the terri- 

le announcement flashed over the elec- 
tric wires of the foul murder of General 
Canby and Dr. Thomas and the supposed 
mortal wounds of the subject of this let 
| 


r. 

The hair bredth escape of this well 
known gentleman from assassination atthe 
hands of Schonchin John and his associ- 
ate, at the peace talk with Captain Jack 
in the lava beds, which resulted in the 
death of the estimable gentlemen men- 
tioned in the first parngraph of this letter, 
lead me to give you a short account of an 
interview with one who was an eye wit- 
ness of one of the blackest crimes in the 
annals of Indian warfare, 

The marks of his encounter with the 
Modocs, which are not yet fully healed, 
are visible upon his face, head and hands, 
while his clothes hide from view other 
wounds which led to the belief that he 
could not possibly survive. 

DESCRIPTION oF Mn. MEACHAM. 

Mr. Meacham is about 48 years of age, 
considerably bald on the top of his kead, 
fine set mouth, projecting forehead and 
sandy hair and whiskers. His eye de 
notes keenness and perception, his face 
and mouth firmness and caution, and in 
conversation he is quick to speak and 
very pleasant. IIe is thoroughly acquain- 
ted with the Indian tribes of tbe far West, 
having been among them for, a‘number of 
years, aud his keen , perception of their 
character led him to doubt the sincerity 
of Jack’s celebrated peace talk, and to 
predict the treachery displayed on the oc- 
casion, 

Wuar Mr. MEACHAM SAY3 ABOUT THE 
PEACE ‘TALK. 

The agreement made between, Captain 
Jack and the Peace Commission was that 
they should all appear unarmed. To this 
Meacham and Dyer objected, and carn- 
estly solicited Gener Canby and Dr. 
Thomas to conceal weapons for their pro- 
tection, they baving no faith in Jack’s 
promises, r 

Meacham did not, as has been reported 
in nearly.all the papers in the land, cafry 
a revolver-with fiim, but distinctly says 
that, when General Canby and Dr. Thom- 
as refused to take firearms and determin- 
ed to go and meet the Madocs, he handed 
his money and pistol to John Fairchild, 
and, turning to General Canby and Dr. 
Thomas, said “Very well, gentlemen, I 
will go. I am Chairman of this Commis- 
sion, and am bound to do so to preserve 
my horor with the U. S. Government, I 
will not take my pistol, lest after we re- 
turn to-night on stretchers dead men, as 
I firmly believe we will, it might bo said 
my carrying a pistol caused these Indians 
to attack us, and thereby. probably be the 
death of my son at the hands of hia ene- 
mies when I am dead; but I am ready, 
and will die game as any of you.” 

The above are his words as nearly as I 
can quote them, 

Dr. Thomas said “Meacham, pray and 
trust God more, and firearins less,” 

Gen. Canby said “This fear is unnces- 
sary? they will not attempt to harm us— 
our soldiers can cover us.” 

After the talk had proceeded afew min- 
utes, Jack, who was standing near Gen. 
Canby, pulled a pistol from his clothing 
under the left arm and shot Gen, Canby, 
who ran at least forty yards before fall- 
ing. When pulling the weapon ont he 
cried in the Modo tongue, “All ready!“ 
Dyer and the interpreter ran, pursued dy 
Hooker Jim, who had shot Dr. Ynoimas, 
Schonchin John shot Meacham in three 
‘aces, and when he had fallen from the 
loss of blood, attempted to sca'p him.— 
Toby, the Modoc squaw, Who was present 
at the talk, cricd “soldiers!” when Hook- 
er and Blach Jim and Shack Nasty Jim, 
who weie pursuing Dyer and the inter- 
preier, returned and, together with ee: 
chin John, stripped the bodies of Gener- 
al Canby and Dr, Thomas, leaving Mea- 
cham with nothing but shirt and drawers, 
and retreated to their stronghold in the 
lava beds, 

Gen, Canby was standing near Mer- 
cham ut the time of the firing, and not sit- 
ting on a rock, as has been currently re- 
ported, 

Meacham says that having no scalp 
lock when Schonchin John attempted to 
“lift his hair,” together with the timely 
ery of Toby, the squaw, that soldiers were 
coming, saved his lite. ‘The mark ofthe 
scalping knife, where Schonchin John 
commenced operations, is plainly visible 
across the left side of his head. 

Toby, the squaw, whose husband is a 
white man from Kentucky, gave the in- 
formation before the mecting that Jack 
meant treachery, She has always been 
friendly to the whites, and a valuable ad- 
junct to them in-the interviews between 
the Indians and the Commission.

[From Smith, Edwards & Co.'s Monthly Cotton Cir- 
cular, dated Liverpool, May 31, 1873. 


The trado of Manchester during the 

past month has been very sound, prices 
have been supported with great stead- 
iness, and there have been occasional in- 
dications of desire to enter into large 
transactions. We should say that quite 
an average business has been done, and 
in many cases producers are pub- well 
under order. The accounts from the 
Eastern markets have not been sat- 
isfactory of late, and the shipments go- 
ing forward are’ thought to’ be rather 
large, still there exists a fair inquiry for 
goods suitable for these markets, and pro- 
ducers have no difficulty in selling at re- 
munerative rates. The healthy con- 
dition of manchester trade has made spin- 
ners think better of cotton than importers 
and speculators for the most part do, and 
hence their purchases during the past 
month rather exceed their consumption. 
We think at the present time the con- 
sumption of American cotton has reached 
its maximum, and we put it at 34,000 
bales per weck. From this time forward 
the tendancy will be to use more “Surat 
and Brazil cotton, owing to the larger 
supplies of those kinds coming forward; 
perhaps some increase should be made in 
the number of bales used from the un- 
usual percentage of sand and dirt in the 
American cotton, as ulso from its slightly 
decreased weight—estimated in our last at 
2 per cent. We put the entire con- 
sumption at 63,000 bates per week, of 
large avernge size, owing to the small 
amount of Brazil cotton used ; itis about 
equal to 69,000 bales of the average 
weight of last year. The average con- 
sumption in 1872 was calculated at 62,800 
bales per weck. We thus allow for an in- 
crease.of 10 per cent. on the average of 
last year, dwing to the difference between 
good and bad trade, anda much larger 
production of low counts of yarn, 

The prospects of our market have not 
changed materially since our last issue, 
and nothing has occurred to give a more 
cheerful aspect to the position of cotton 
holders. Thie prospects of supply for the 
present year have, if anything, still fur- 
ther improved. The Inrge scale of re- 
ceipts in America lends support to the 
now-favoritė estimate of 3,900,000 bales 
‘as total crop, including Southern, eon: 
sumption, and the rapidity with’ which 
the stock is being shipped to England 
shows that the Americans have little confi- 
dence in the future, and that Liverpool 
will have to carry a larger stock in the 
summer than we had anticipated. The 
feeling which lingered fur a long time 
that our supply of Americùn cotton would 
not suffice to carry us through the au- 
tumn, has passed away; it is evident that 
the export from America to this country 
will be much larger than was once ex: 
pected, for both the Continent aud their 
own spinners are taking Jess than ve 
anticipated. The ‘figure now generally 
accepted for the total export to Great 
Britain is 1,900,000 bales, which would 
supply a trade and export demand of 35,- 
000 bales per week. till Ist December 
with reducing our stock unduly low. We 
think this is un adequate supply con- 
sidering that the new crop Surats of. good 
quality will be very abundant for the rẹ- 
mainder of the year, and well be pushed 
into consumption to the displacement of 
American cotton. It seems also probable 
that we shall have, henceforward, a more 
liberal supply of Brüzils, which will fur- 
ther relieve American cotton. * 

Viewing our supply ns a whole, it is 
difficult to resist the conclusion that it is 
ample for the present year, and that 
there ig po ground for a substantial un- 
less a serious accident happea to the 
growing crop in America, ‘The prospects 
of that erop will be the controlling in- 
fluence from this time forward, With 
regard to it, we would remark that the 
weather during April and the early part 
of may was rather cold and unseasonable, 
and some few cases of replanting were 
rendered necessary, but the telegram 
reaching us lately from reliable sources 
report very well of the crop, and state 
that present prospects are all that could 
be desired. 

It is generally allowed all over the cot- 
on region thatn considerable increase 
of cultivation has taken place. We can- 
not venture upon definite figures thus 
far, but the first issue of the Bureau will 
be looked forward to witb interes! ns giv- 
ing same approximation to the arca 
planted. From all we can learn, our im- 
pression is that it is considerably danger 
than any year since the war, There has 
also been applied an extraordinary 
quantity of fertilizer and, speaking gen- 
erally, every possible effort. has been 
made to produce a monster crop, 80 that 
it sh 6 4 tous no help can come to our 
market from America, unless some serious 
mishap befall the young crop. 1 

The one feature ia favor of our market 
isthe healthy state of tinde in Manchester; 
spinuere may, perunps, be induced to 
stock themselyos to n greater extent thau 
they have yet done, and so give tem- 
porary animation to our market, but they 


snow no disposition of that kind at pres- |, 


ent, nor is it ensy to see why they should 
depart from their present policy, unlesa 
some change for the worse occur in the 
growing crop. It iy. thought by some 
that the excessive quantity of low Amer- 
ican cotton this year will lead later on to 
a great scarcity of the higher grades. We 
somewhat doubt this, for the relative 
cheapness of low cotton is drawing the 
consumption downward, and less mid- 
dling cotton is being used cach month. 


Our market for the most part is in- j, 


fluenced by the aggregate amount of 
supply much more than by the ex- 
ceptional scarcity of particular sorts, The 
export demand for the Continent has 
been disappointingly small this year, 
trade there 95 beon worse than was CX- 
ected, the recent change of admin- 
istration in France has revived political 
disquietude. and the'flush of prosperity 
that followed the Franco-German war 
appears to have passed ANNY. We must, 
therefore, look mainly to the home de- 
mand for the support of our market, and 
at the moment it is difficult to see what 
will induce spinners to depart from their 
quiescent attitude,

“That's bad,” said I, “and what kind 
ofa piaca are the falls, pray ?” 164 

“Why, sir, there's a little half lovel 
on this bank, about the size of four orfive 
good blankets; and as you como out ‘op 
it, the river comes rushing down à rocky 
gorge from the left, up which, about 4 

undred yards away, it plunges down a 
precipice toward you, about fifty feet high. 
At ordinary times the water is not over 
six inches deep, or ten feet wide, tunning 
over a smooth rocky bed; but with the

ent the mosques ; apostacy was pun- 
ished with extreme dab, and, though

ordinary notion that a new religion cans 
not be im force: 

The er will discover that, at this 
as at other periods, popular ctergies 
were, by pressure of strong despotlem, ex- 
cluded from State questions to find vent 
in féligious excitement.

Look - 
ing- glasses arran so as to catch the 
dun's rays were the devieo: whereby he 
once satisfied his worshippers praying to 
behold the glory of his coautenance, and: 
brought them to their knees in terror. It 
is nartated that ‘ah’ envoy, being asked by 
him who and what he was, bluntly replied 
that the question was unworthy of an 
omnisctent deity ; but Mr. Vambery con- 
siders that the retort argues more courage 
than, under the circumstances, the envoy 
ought to be oredited with, When all was 
over, Mokanna beheaded his page, 
poisoned his numerous wives, except one, 
and | y ¢ 1 ee ranes 
from which it appears he had prom 
emerge with aid from Ifeaven. The es- 
caped lady told the Arabs that she had 
long watched the ' fitrnate,- but that 
Mokanna never came back. The com- 
parative mythologists perhaps might like 
to make short work of the story, or at 
least of part of it, by showing that, even 
if a real Mokahna did exist, tho Mokan- 
na ofthe shining face was a native of 
Cloudland, and meant the Bun, with its 
“golden uusk, (and“ green veil,” or clouds 
that hid its splendor,

caliph, “the Shadow of God upon the 
earth,” who was rapidly becoming noth- 
ing but shadow. Under, this prince, 
Bokhara rose tobe the capitol of a great 
empire, and was renowned oyer Asin. for 
its commercial prosperity, its colleges, to 
which students flocked from all partes 
land its“ ledened men and saints, Whose 
names ate. reverad even in the present 
day. The Samanide dynasty.» lasted for 
about a century and a halt, after which 
the 1 country coutinued to bo an 
apple of discotd for successive lines of 
Chareamian, Seljuk, and other ‘Tartar 
tulers, till, in 1218 Ghenghiz Khan em- 
erged from “the @obi-Waste” witht 
half-million of Mongols. Mr. Vambery 
describes in his best style how the brutal 
Mongols used the leaves of the koran for 
‘horse-litter, and the oook-chests fot hotse 
troughs, and turued the priests into 
servants of all work; while Ghenghiz in 
one day reduced Bokhata to ashes, des- 
troyed all traces of ita old civilization,and 
sent ifs famous gardeners and skilled 
mechapics to ply their trades id Mongolia 
The Mongols described by Gibbon, as 
woll a by Mr. Vanbery, seem to be dis- 
tinguished above all races fora certain 
kind of cold; gloomy ferocity. Ghenghiz 
Khan appears to have been pretty much 
like the rest of them; yet our author ad- 
ministers a white-washing tothe flint- 
| hearted old savage, and quotes his mili- 
tary constitutions—"the Mougol kocan“ 
—and his toleration of different religious 
as proofs that he had a turn for states- 
mauship as well as for booty and murder. 
A fow ils of thesc constitutions are 
given in the excellent sketch of the career 
of Timur, who, we are told, was 4 groat 
admirer of the khan’s system, But per- 
haps it would be difficult to prove that 
cotin 1 of this “koran” ‘acteally 
belon Ghengiz,. and not to Timur. 
ulations {fer the wutht—ia swords, 
axes, saws, needles, thread, &c.—of every 
trooper, were of course much after the 
t khan’s special tastes.

With the rise of “Timur the Tartar”— 
1863 to 1405--central Asia regained its 
old prosperity, and Samarcand, not 
Bokhara, became alike the capitol of Asia 
and the seat of crags the most splendid 
and refined court in the world. His 
Spanish majesty was represented there 
by “the good knight“ Don Ruy Gonzales 
de Clavijo, a fact to which Timur proudly 
dir his courtiérs’ attention when he 
spoke of. my son, the king of Spain,who 
dwells at the end of the world, and is chief 
among the Frankish kings.“ We think 
of some story. of the Arabian Nighta when 
we Fend Che description by Clavijo of one 
of those festes. days when, on a plain 
near Samarcand, an ordered city of many 
colored tenta would sprig. up as if by 
ic—looking, in the distance, Ike a 
of tulips swaying with the breeze” 
in which Timur, his court, and thousands 
of the citizen’ would for days luxuriate 
in wine- drinking, poetry, music, and the 
dance.

Vambery has written so scantily on the 
Timurides, whose dynasty, though the 
most short-lived (lasting only till 1500), 
comptised the ablest and most adcomplish- 
ed princes that ever ruled beyond the 
Oxus. This reserve of energy is perhaps 
the chief fault to be found with Mr, Vam- 
bery; and implies a compliment to which 
not every historia is entitled. The era 
of the Timarides is especially rich in 
materials from which a skilful composer 
might produce a tolerably complete and 
vived picture of the’ society of the time, 
thus breaking the somewhat monotonous 
record of names, court intrigues, and 
bloodshed. But of the 1 eac g

Temperature of the North 
Atlantic, 


Prof. H. Morn, Director ofthe Nor- 
wegian Meteorological Institute at Chris- 
tiana, publishes in Petermanns Mit- 
theilungen some important facts regardin 
the variations of temperature in the Nort 
Atlantic. The yearly variation of tem- 
perature of the surface stratum amounts 
to nine degrees Fahrenheit aud more; it 
becomes less as we go down, the decline, 
however, being not everywhere the same, 
Deep sea strata reach their. lowest and 
highest temperatures a little later than the 
surface stratum, the changes offering two 
very distinct aspects. for summer and 
wiuter. Deep-sea observations in several 
of the deep fjords along the Norwegian 
coast, which are protected against the 
great dopth of the Atlantic by submarine 
ridges lying before them, show that the 
water in them is derived trom the Gulf 
stream, aud that they are filled with it 
from top to bottom, even ifthe latter liea 
deeper than the icy bed of the Gulf stream, 
outside the coast region; were this not so 


the temperature of the water in the fjords |"
